The Reviewer also objects to Figure 6A-6B . indicating that solid black shading is 
not permitted. Applicants wish to point out that the black color seen in Figure. 6A-6B is 
an immunocytochemical stain that recognizes the full-length human tau protein {see 
Specification, page 14, paragraph 43 and pages 93-94, paragraph 260). Thus, the black 
color is not solid black shading, but a biological stain indicating the presence of the tau 
protein. 

In a March 17, 2004 telephonic conversation with Ms. Gray, Chief Draftsperson, 
Applicants noted that the Notice applied to drawings filed on January 4, 2002. 
Applicants informed Ms. Gray that selected formal drawings that are currently objected 
to were filed with an Amendment and Reply dated August 27, 2003. Ms. Gray advised 
Applicants that resubmission of those formal drawings that are currently objected to, but 
were filed August 27, 2003, is unnecessary. Consequently, formal drawings of Figures
